The 'origlnfo/'''tfié" mutiny lay In 
the dissatisfaction of a ruined class 
of residents coming largely from 
Ireland, who lived under very 
harsh conditions, TheXiWMejWith- 
out pay during the lo^^^mé'r pe- 
riod and frequently '^ell^lrito' debt 
to the English merchants.' Reports 
of mob action began to come in 
1713, A Jacobllne rebellion took 
place in 17<5. In, 1762 the French 
seized St. John, joined by some of 
the Irish. Hie authorities of the 
conoly realized that the Irish could 
be counted on to help any enemy 
of Newfoundland; and' consequently 
they ' encoiiraged 'tliem to go else- 
where. 

The economic situation .in the 
last decade of the eighteenth cen- 
tury went from bad to, worse. The 
rtglment ' was not regularly paid 
and in 1799 thé civilian; morale fall 
to a low. The example of the French 
îicvohitlon created a new spirit, a 
sense of personal liberty that could 
no longer tolerate the indignities 
and humiliations Inflicted upon the 
Irish.

Reverend Partridge Advocates 
Clemency for the Rosenbergs

"The taking of a life Is a serious 
thing, and .the evidence In the Ju 
lias :'and Ethel Rosenberg^^case is 
not sufficient for so final a punish- 
ment" V-'-^^n,^.'. : ■ ' : . ■ 

'ThusispokeiRévéréiid-^^^ F. 
Partridgeîîat'aïïnieetlng.'^sponsored 
by a group of students "Interested 
in hearing the facts of the case" and 
held' In the New Club Room yes- 
terday noon. 

Rev.J»^rtridge, a McGill graduate 
is -the chairman of, the National 
Committee to save the Rosenbergs. 
He has just returned after organiz- 
ing the 125 hour vigil held around 
the U.S. Embaissy in Ottawa.? ' 

He explained that the committee 
bad '.been formed to present the 
Rosenberg story to the people and 
to gain clemency for them. Those 
who offered to help did so for va- 
rious reasons; There are those who 
do not believe In capit.-il punish- 
ment others believe the Roicn- 
fciergs to be innocent as they them- 
selves claim to be; still other.'? think 
that they are guilty but that their 
offcnec docs not warrcnt i^a severe 
a puiiLshment. 



; Then Rev. . Partridge went on to 
discuss, the case itself. He spoke of 
what he called the "bare bones of 
the casé"; Speaking' of the techni- 
cal aspects, he mentioned that no 
dbcumer^tary . evidence had been 
presented during the trial and that 
iiie main witnesses were confessed 
con.^iratprs, who had hopes of cle- 
mency^iorîjiteenMielvcs by giving 
evidence against the Roschbergs. 

; Referring to scientific data; he 
said that the importance of the se- 
crets was not known, and that ex- 
perl witnesses had not been called. 

Reverend Partridse read .a let- 
terifrom Dr. H.irold C. Urey, a 
Nobel Prize .Winner to Judge Kauf- 
man, In which he urged "a careful 
reconsideration of the sentence." 
lie also read an appeal for cle- 
mency signed by Albert Einstein. 

"The Rosenbergs are charged not 
with treason, or even with espion- 
age but with con.splracy to pass In- 
formation" said Rev. Partridge, this 
time quoting "The Ott.awa Cill- 
zen," and he &dded, "There has i\r- 
ver been a peacetime sentence of 
dc.-\lh f'ir corisplriey Vcforc."

Dr. Brown 
holds the position of -Senior Con 
suiting Physician at the Hospital 
for Sick Children, Professor Emer- 
itus, of Pediatrics at the University 
of Toronto, and Consulting Pcdla 
trlclan to . the Federal Department 
of Health, Qntarlo Department, of 
Health, and the Local Board of

The Canadian Pediatric Society 
was foun|^byipr. Brown in, 1925. 
He was -M^of^Ke first to devote 
his full time to pediatric.-) In Can 
ada, and has. to this date, trained 
73 per cent of all the pediatricians

Dr. Brown has written .two books 
on pediatrics, and has published 141 
articles In 'rcfcrence to - children.
